It was a sad day for submariners as 
a piece of Canadian naval history 
was carried out of the harbour on 
Thursday, destined for an Ontario 
scrapyard. 

The Okanagan, one of four Hal¬ 
ifax-based Oberon-class sub¬ 
marines, was carried out on a 
barge in the morning. She’s fol¬ 
lowing the same journey her sis¬ 
ter submarine, the Olympus, 
made in July to a shipwreclcer in 
Lake Erie. 

“It’s sad when I think of the 
number of people who have gone 
through that submarine,” said 
D.H. (Buster) Brown, who served 
on the Okanagan for 13 years. 

The Onondaga was spared the 
scrapyard and delivered to a muse¬ 
um in Rimouslci, Que., in 2008. 
Now the last remaining Oberon 
rusting in the Halifax Harbour is 
the Ojibwa. The Elgin Military

Museum is currently negotiating 
with the federal government and 
raising funds to house the Ojibwa 
as a museum exhibit in Port Bur- 
well, Ont. 

Brown said the eastern branch 
of the Submariners Association 
has tried for 10 years to keep one 
of the submarines in Halifax or 
install one in Ottawa for a muse¬ 
um piece. But the millions of dol¬ 
lars necessary to fix, transport and 
outfit the submarine were too big 


of an obstacle. 

Marine Recycling Corporation 
in Port Colborne, Ont. won the 
$4.5-million contract to transport 
and recycle both the Olympus and 
Okanagan. 

“It is a bit of a tearful day to see 
it go,” said Terry Chatham, who 
also served on the Okanagan. 

“It’s a part of history that’s 
being torn up. ... It’s sailing up 
there to be turned into razor 
blades.”

Nine-year-old Alelcs 
Burchill stood wide-eyed as 
Rear Admiral Umio Otsulca, 
commander of the Japanese 
Training Squadron, present¬ 
ed him with the stunning 
gift onboard a Japanese 
ship. Three Japanese ships 
arrived in Halifax Thursday 
morning as part of a five- 
month training cruise. 

Burchill was recognized 


for his efforts in fundraising 
and sending more than 
1,000 paper cranes to the 
people of Japan after the 
devastating earthquake and 
Tsunami struck in March. 

“People were hurt and 
scared and they pretty 
much lost everything. I de¬

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said he is looking forward 
to an infrastructure-relat¬ 
ed announcement from 
Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay on Monday.

The federal govern¬ 
ment was initially asked 
to contribute $47 million 
to the project. 


Police not budging on 
lie-detector case i:

“We question where 
you would have the juris¬ 
diction to determine 
whether Part XX (of the 
Municipal Government 
Act) has any application.”

o Paris “concerned” about 4,100 lost 
jobs, but “happy” with economic outlook

The loss of more than 4,000 
jobs turned into a war of 
word choices on Thursday. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil criticized Economic 
Development Minister Per¬ 
cy Paris for saying Nova 
Scotians should be “happy” 
with the province’s eco¬ 
nomic outlook. 

There are 4,100 fewer 
jobs in Nova Scotia com¬ 
pared to this time last year. 
Paris was asked how he felt 
about that after a cabinet 
meeting on Thursday. 

“The residents of Nova 
Scotia should be veiy hap¬ 
py with what this province 
has done as far as going for¬ 
ward,” Paris said. “Am I 
concerned about job losses? 
Absolutely. And I think any 


politician, and any Nova 
Scotian would be con¬ 
cerned about job losses. But 
I think we’ve got reasons to 
be optimistic.” 

Paris referenced several 
big-ticket projects, includ¬ 
ing Irving Shipbuilding’s 
bid for the National Ship¬ 
building Procurement 
Strategy contracts, the Low¬ 
er Churchill project, and 
the obligatoiy reference to 
the convention centre proj¬ 
ect. 

“Nowhere in that (inter¬ 
view) did he talk about the 
economic plan of the gov¬ 
ernment,” McNeil respond¬ 
ed Thursday. 

“The projects he’s talk¬ 
ing about are dependent on 
the federal government 
coming in. There’s no eco¬ 
nomic agenda on how 
we’re going to move our 
province forward.” 


The province launched 
its economic development 
plan — jobsHere — last 
year. 

But while the govern¬ 
ment has referenced that 
program ad nauseam, Mc¬ 


Neil said he’s seen few con¬ 
crete results. 

“I saw the glossy pic¬ 
tures, but we’re looking for 
the jobs that go with the 
glossy pictures,” said Mc¬ 
Neil.

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Survey to gather 
obesity feedback

A new online survey is at¬ 
tempting to find a way to 
make our children weigh 
less. 

The Department of 
Health and Wellness 

launched the survey on 

Thursday, entitled Growing 
Up Healthy. 

The intention is to col¬ 
lect feedback on how to 
make Nova Scotia children 
eat healthier and become 
more active. 

“The start point (is) 

weight and obesity, but re¬ 
ally it’s around creating op¬ 
portunities, environments 
that promote 
physical activ¬ 
ity and 

healthy eat¬ 
ing,” said Dr. 

Robert Strang, 
the province’s 
chief public health officer.

and I think ... government 
can play leadership in some 
areas, but many of the solu¬ 
tions are at the local level.” 

According to the health 
department, one in three 
Nova Scotians between the 
age of two and 17 are over¬ 
weight or obese. That’s in 
spite of several existing pro¬ 
grams aimed at stimulating 
physical activity and 
healthy eating among the 


province’s youth. 

It’s a problem many ju¬ 
risdictions are facing, ac¬ 
cording to Strang. 

Part of the hope for 
Growing Up Healthy is to 
stimulate discussions 
around Nova Scotia’s 
lifestyle choices — active 
transportation rather than 
driving, quitting cigarettes, 
and so on. Strang said the 
government has reached 
out to departments outside 
of health to ask what they 
can do to contribute to the 
effort. 

Strang and staff from the 
health department will 
evaluate the feedback from 
Growing Up Healthy as it 
comes in. According to the 
health department, the gov¬ 
ernment will be making 
recommendations on how

The other two also 
displayed numerous signs 
of impairment, including 
bloodshot eyes, slurred 
speech and reduced 
vision. 

Haffner said he would 
have issued suspensions 
of one degree or another 
to each would-be driver.

Falling 
chunk of 
concrete 
hits car in 
Montreal 

A Montrealer has been 
injured by a chunk of 
falling concrete. 

A 10-centimetre 
piece of concrete fell 
from an overpass in the 
city’s east end, smash¬ 
ing into a car’s 
windshield. Police say a 
passenger suffered mi¬ 
nor injuries to one arm. 

It’s just the latest 
mishap involving Mon¬ 
treal’s aging infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

The city’s crumbling 
roads and bridges are 
becoming a matter of 
increasing public 
concern and there is 
pressure on all levels of 
government to address 
their safety. 

Late last month, a 
25-tonne chunk of con¬ 
crete collapsed from 
the top of the Ville-

bridges into the city 
require urgent repairs 
to ensure their safety. 

And two overpasses 
have collapsed near 
Montreal in recent 
years, causing deaths.

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Famine forces 
tortured choice 

O Somali parents fleeing drought must choose which 
child lives O More than 12 million people in need of food 


Wardo Mohamud Yusuf 
walked for two weeks with 
her one-year-old daughter 
on her back and her 
four-year-old son at her side 
to flee Somalia’s drought 
and famine. When the boy 
collapsed near the end of 
the journey she poured 
some of the little water she 
had on his head to cool 
him, but he was uncon¬ 
scious and could not drink. 

She asked other families 
travelling with them for 
help, but none stopped, 
fearful for their own sur¬ 
vival. 

Then the 29-year-old 
mother had to make a 
choice that no parent 
should have to make. 


“Now I’m reliving 
the pain of 
abandoning my 
child. I wake up at 
night to think about 
him. I feel terrified 
whenever I see a 
son of his age.”

“Finally, I decided to 
leave him behind to his 
God on the road,” Yusuf 
said days later in an inter¬ 
view at a teeming refugee 
camp in Dadaab, Kenya. “I 
am sure that he was alive, 
and that is my heartbreak.” 

Parents fleeing the dev¬ 


astating famine on foot — 
sometimes with as many 
as seven children in tow — 
are having to make 
unimaginably cruel choic¬ 
es: Which children have 
the best chance to survive 
when food and water run 
low? Who should be left 
behind? 

The United States esti¬ 
mates that more than 
29,000 Somali children un¬ 
der age five have died in 
the famine in the last 
three months. An un¬ 
known number too weak 
to walk farther have been 
abandoned on the sandy 
trek to help after food and 
water supplies ran out.

A UN envoy is expressing 
concern about reports of 
sexual attacks against So¬ 
mali women fleeing 
famine. 

Margot Wallstrom, the 
secretary-general’s special 
representative on sexual 
violence in conflict, said 
in a statement Thursday 
that women and girls “are 
subjected to attacks, in¬ 
cluding rape, by armed 
militants and bandits” on 
the journey to the Kenya 
border. 

Once in Kenya or at the 


Dadaab refugee camp, she 
said, “their hopes of find¬ 
ing a safe haven are often 
overshadowed by new 
dangers and hardships, in¬ 
cluding the risk of rape.” 

Wallstrom said her of¬ 
fice also has received 
“alarming information 
about alleged rapes” by 
government-allied militias 
in south-central Somalia 
and of al-Shabab Islamist 
militants abducting girls 
for forced marriage to 
fighters.

U.S. gives 
$17M more 
in food aid 

U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
says the severe drought 
threatening more than 12 
million Africans with star¬ 
vation shows the need to 
invest in global 
agriculture and nutrition. 

Speaking to the Inter¬ 
national Food Policy Re¬ 


search Institute, Clinton 
said the U.S. is providing 
another $17 million in 
food aid to the Horn of 
Africa. That brings total 
U.S. assistance to the re¬ 
gion to more than 
$580 million. 

“Time is not on our 
side. Every minute more 
people — mostly women 
and mostly children — 
are dying,” said Clinton. 
“Investing now decreases 
the chances that Ameri¬ 
cans or others will be 
called upon in the future 
to face these same chal¬ 
lenges in 10 or 20 years.” 


The UN says the crisis 
has not peaked. The 
drought has been exacer¬ 
bated by the Islamic mili¬ 
tant group al-Shabab, 
which refuses to allow 
many aid groups into 
areas of Somalia it con¬ 
trols. Thousands of chil¬ 
dren have died. 

Clinton said the famine 
must prompt long-term 
thinking to help avert fu¬ 
ture food crises. She 
spoke of boosting agricul¬ 
ture, nourishment levels 
and food distribution net¬ 
works.

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France acts 
to preserve 
credit rating 

France banned short-sell¬ 
ing on leading bank and in¬ 
surance stocks Thursday, 
amid efforts to calm mar¬ 
ket jitters about the health 
of French banks and the 
heavily indebted U.S. and 
European economies. 

The move by France’s 


market regulator, the AMF, 
capped two days of whip¬ 
saw trading that saw 
French banks’ market val¬ 
ue fall and rise by billions 
of euros and threatened 
the nation’s coveted triple- 
A credit rating. Those ef¬ 
forts appear to have had an 
effect, but economists said 
the rebound was shaky.

The number of jobless 
stands at 822,719 in the 
country of about 11 mil¬ 
lion people. 

European leaders 
agreed in July on a second 
bailout worth $155 bil¬ 
lion US for Greece, which 
had been granted its first 
rescue from international 
creditors last year. 

The government has 
imposed strict austerity 
measures, increasing tax¬ 
es and cutting public-sec- 
tor pay and pensions.

Trade deficit 
grows to 1.6B 


Canada’s trade deficit with 
the world expanded to $1.6 
billion in June, in a sign of 
just how slow the economy 
grew in the second quarter. 

The trade deficit for the 
month, hit by a drop in en¬ 
ergy and automotive ex¬ 
ports, was up from a 
$l-billion deficit in May, 
Statistics Canada reported 
Thursday. 

Statistics Canada said 
merchandise exports fell 
1.7 per cent in June, while 
imports were off 0.2 per 
cent. The trade surplus with 
the U.S. slipped to $3.6 bil¬ 
lion in June from $3.7 bil¬ 
lion in May and the trade 
deficit with countries grew 
to a record $5.2 billion in 


June from $4.8 billion in 
May. Exports fell to $36.5 
billion, while merchandise 
imports fell to $38 billion. 

Exports to the United 
States declined 2.4 per cent 
to $26.5 billion, while im¬ 
ports fell 2.3 per cent to 
$22.8 billion. 

Peter Hall, chief econo¬ 
mist for Export and Devel¬ 
opment Canada, noted 
disruptions for exports 
caused by the Japanese 
earthquake and the tsuna¬ 
mi. 

“So some of the slow¬ 
down in momentum that 
we’re seeing at the moment 
is not a demand problem, it 
is a supply problem.”

The talks are aimed at 
getting rid of tariffs for 
agricultural and industrial 
goods, and broadening 
the agreement to cover ar¬ 
eas such as trade in finan¬ 
cial services.

A famed Austrian museum has fired 
an employee for washing his hands 
and face with his urine. 

Alfred Zoppelt says he was fired 
after 23 years of working as an at¬ 
tendant at the Belvedere, a castle 
in Vienna with major art works. 

He says his adherence to urine 
therapy was previously “never 
a problem.” 

Zoppelt, 57, said Thursday 
his notice from Belvedere says 
he was fired because “you regular¬ 


ly rub urine into your skin, particu¬ 
larly the face and hands.

With you being in Conan, 
does this mean you can’t be 
Red Sonja? 

I can’t do that based on my 
injury.

I had three surgeries in 
my wrist, three in my el¬ 
bow, part of the elbow 
bone out. There’s points 
where you’re like, ‘OK, 
there are real-life situa¬ 
tions and there are movie 
situations.’ 

And I’ve done things on 
film to save a shot. There 
was a huge camera up on a 
crane — this was on Death 
Proof — and it was sup¬ 


posed to swing its arm, 
and out of the corner of 
my eye I saw it just falling, 
just swooping really fast. I 
should’ve just ducked out 
of the way, but I didn’t 
want to ruin the shot, so I 
just turned my head to 
side and just laughed. And 
it literally just whipped 
through my hair. It 
would’ve probably decapi¬ 
tated me.

I just did one! Although ac¬ 
tually I got the crap beaten 
out of me for about two 
weeks straight by my hus¬ 
band in the movie, now 
that I think about it. 

It was hard not going,

it like a mouse. 

So does the injury mean 
you’re looking for fewer 
genre roles?

N o, you’re not 
imagining 
things. This 
has been a dry 
summer for 
big releases. 
Just wander into any 
record store and you’ll see 
the same CDs in the “new 
release” section week after 
week. 

Oh, sure there’s new 
product every Monday (in 
the U.K.) and Tuesday (in 
North America), but since 
early June, almost 
everything has come from 
new or niche-y acts. There 
have been some 
exceptions, of course (Bey- 
once, Bad Meets Evil, the 
Kanye/Jay-Z project, a 
Coldplay single) but for 
the most part, this 
summer has been a dead 
zone, like a lake choked 
off by algae. 

My record weasel 
friends confided in me as 
far back as March that 
their companies had noth¬ 
ing in the pipeline. Para¬ 
lyzed by industry issues 
(the sale of Warner Music 
Group, the uncertainty 
surrounding EMI, 
dropping revenues every¬ 
where), everyone was 
afraid to commit to, well, 
almost anything. Best fo¬ 
cus on getting Beyonce’s 4 
in as many iPods as possi¬ 
ble. And another single 
from Mumford & Sons? 


Sure! 

Briclcs-and-mortar mu¬ 
sic retailers have been left 
with precious little to pro¬ 
mote. It’s hard to get any¬ 
one really excited about, 
say, a deluxe edition re-re- 
lease of Arcade Fire’s The 
Suburbs. Instead, stores 
are left pushing Adele’s 
21, which helps explain 
why it’s spent most of the 
year at number one on 
both sides of the border. 
Other stores are stocking 
up on Amy Winehouse 
CDs. In past decades, sales 
of disposable summery 
Top 40 hits would have 
picked up the slack, but a 
quick glance at the radio 
airplay and physical 
singles sales charts reveals 
little correlation. Instead, 
LMFAO and Pitbull are sell¬ 
ing lots of low-margin dig¬ 
ital copies. In other words, 
this summer has been to 
music what January and 
February are to the movie 
studios: big pushes on old 
releases while simultane¬ 
ously releasing whatever 
non-superstar material 
that’s in the warehouse. 

What to do? If you have 
the time/cash, you can 
take some chances. The 
Horrors Skying Out (which 
came out this week) is 
very good. I’m very much 
into the Washed Out 
album With and Without. 
And if you’ve yet to buy 
the new Death Cab for 
Cutie, think about it. 

If you’d rather wait, the 
Christmas shopping 
season starts on the 30th 
with releases from the Red 
Hot Chili Peppers and 
Lenny Kravitz. And 
September — with new 
CDs from Mary J. Blige, La¬ 
dy Antebellum and Jane’s 
Addiction — looks promis¬ 
ing.

Beach life, 

stripped 

down 

Crystal Crescent, a 
skinny stretch of beach 
outside of Sambro, is 
one of Halifax’s most 
exposed getaways. 

It’s a stripped-down 
spot for celebrations 
and many sun-bathers 
turn up in their birth¬ 
day suits. You could 
even say it’s best seen 
with the naked eye. 

Everyone knows 
Crystal Crescent’s little 
secret: the third beach 
is one of the most pop¬ 
ular, if unofficial, nude 
beaches in Nova Scotia. 

The area is also 
home to Pennant Point 
Park, site of a fascinat¬ 
ing archeological dig. 
Coote Cove was a 
small, vibrant fishing 
community founded in 
1794. At its peak, there 
were 27 homes along 
the shoreline. 

Residents drifted away 
over the decades and 
by 1907, just three 
buildings remained. 

In the 1990s, local 
high school students 
conducted an 
archeological dig on 
the site, unearthing ce¬ 
ramics, glass and the 
foundations of many of 
the homes. Visitors can 
tour the ghost commu¬ 
nity via a maze-lilce 
structure showing the 
outline of Coote Cove 
and view the artifacts.

A wreath and flow¬ 
ers honouring those who 
have died at sea are thrown 
into the water. 

“It’s acknowledging 
those who have died at sea, 
but a lot of it is asking for 
blessing on the fishing 
boats and all the boats peo¬ 
ple use for pleasure, and 
the different working 
boats,” she says. “In Sam¬ 
bro, pretty much every¬ 
body’s got family or a Mend 
who works on the sea or is 
on the sea a lot.”

The seven cities that will 
house teams in the Nation¬ 
al Basketball League of 
Canada have been finalized. 

Moncton, N.B., and Sum- 
merside, P.E.I., were an¬ 
nounced Thursday as the 
sixth and seventh NBL 
Canada franchises that will 
begin play with a 36-game 
schedule in early Novem¬ 
ber.
